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Bully of the Bullies 

New OC Labor Federation head Julio Perez seeks to marry labor and activism and give voice to the voiceless

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J ulio Perez has always known he’s “a 
big dude/’ as he puts it. At 6-foot-1, 
with a crew cut, a build that hints at 
his past life as a nose guard in football, 
and hands as large as boxing pads, the 
Anaheim native has loomed over his peers 
since he was a niho. And it’s because of 
that size that Perez knew, even from a 
young age, what his future was going to be. 

"I was the bully’s bully,” he says with a 
hearty laugh, one that rises over the din of 
the cumbias blasting from the jukebox at 
Taqueria Zamora in Santa Ana one recent 
afternoon. “When they’d go up to people, 
whether in elementary school or in high 
school, I’d always check them to make 
sure they didn’t mess with the little guy. 
And if they did, they’d have shit to pay. 
That’s where my sense of defending the 
voiceless came from—it wasn’t from me 
learning to become a lefty.” 

The lords of Orange County should 
take notice of Perez’s sense of self. As the 
recently elected executive director of the 
Orange County Labor Federation (OCLF), 
the group that represents almost a quarter 
of a million workers from more than 90 
unions and can make or break elections, 
he seeks to use his newfound power to 
not only fight for better contracts, but also 
to fundamentally change Orange County 
into a place where the voiceless can finally 
be heard. “All day, every day” is how Perez 
describes his strategy to turn the county 
away from its notorious anti-union, anti¬ 
liberal ways and help turn it into a pro¬ 
gressive paradise. “We’re not at where we 
want to be, but we’ll get there.” 

Perez’s life is an apt metaphor for the 
future of the labor and leftist movements 
in Orange County: young, working-class 
and increasingly Latino. Born in Santa 
Ana in 1978 to immigrant parents from the 
Mexican state of Jalisco, Perez’s family 
moved to Anaheim when he was just an 
infant, into the apartment complexes in a 
neighborhood commonly called Tijuan- 
ita—“on the other side of the wall from the 
happiest place on Earth,” he says with a 
laugh. His father was a laundry worker at 
the Disneyland Hotel and a union mem¬ 
ber; over the years, Perez’s mom took care 
of dozens of kids of Disneyland workers. 
“Every service-sector family went through 
our apartment,” he remembers. “That’s 
where I learned that neighbors were also 
family and friends—that we’re all part of 
something bigger than ourselves.” 

After graduating from Loara High 
in 1996, Perez attended UC Irvine and 
earned a bachelor’s degree in interna¬ 
tional studies and sociology. He didn’t 
really participate in any activism there, 
focusing instead on taking classes in con¬ 
flict resolution and expecting to fulfill his 
dream of becoming a high school teacher 
at Loara. All of that changed when he 
enrolled in the University of Michigan’s 


public policy master’s program in 2001, 
a time when the school was roiled in an 
affirmative-action battle that would wind 
its way to the Supreme Court. 

“For the first time in my life, I was a 
person of color,” he says. “I was a minor¬ 
ity. I saw myself in the struggle and real¬ 
ized others needed help—and if I could do 
that, I should.” 

He took the lessons learned as a Wol¬ 
verine back to Southern California. After 
trying and failing to find jobs with unions 
and the city of Anaheim, Perez became an 
analyst for Los Angeles Alliance for a New 
Economy (LAANE), an influential think 
tank that connected unions and politicians 
with activists in efforts that benefited all 
of them and led to now-popular urban 
proposals such as community-benefit 
agreements and living-wage ordinances. 
“It was the perfect incubator for me,” 
Perez says, recounting experiences rang¬ 
ing from organizing African-American 
security guards in South-Central Los 
Angeles to writing one-page summaries 
for legendary Los Angeles County Federa¬ 
tion of Labor head Miguel Contreras to 
one incident in which Raytheon erected 
a fence outside its headquarters during a 
picket line Perez helped to organize. 

But Perez itched to return home. In 
2008, he helped Service Employees 
International Union-United Healthcare 
Workers West organize employees from 
St. Joseph Hospital in Orange; hospital 
leaders built planters to keep picketers 
as far away as possible from the public. 
“Some people put awards on their walls,” 
Perez says. “Mine are fences and flow¬ 
ers.” That year, he became political direc¬ 
tor for the OCLF, eventually moving up 
to staff director; with the exception of an 
unsuccessful run for state Assembly in 
2012, he has been there ever since. Nev¬ 
ertheless, Perez “could never envision 
myself as [executive director]. I could’ve 
been in my position and be happy for 10, 
20 years.” 

Everything changed in June, when 
longtime OCLF head Tefere Gebre was 
nominated to become executive vice pres¬ 
ident of the American Federation of Labor 
and Congress of Industrial Organiza¬ 
tions, largely on his legacy of connecting 
community groups with labor in Orange 
County in a way that LAANE and Con¬ 
treras had pioneered in Los Angeles. As 
a result of the promotion, Perez became 
interim director. Given his life story, his 
local roots and his continued activism 
even as he climbed up the labor ladder 
(Perez was arrested along with others in a 
legendary 2008 protest led by Disneyland 
workers dressed as Disney characters that 
shut down traffic on Katella Avenue and 
Harbor Boulevard), his candidacy for the 
permanent slot was a shoo-in, and he was 
unanimously elected earlier this month. 


As the fourth-largest labor federa¬ 
tion in California after Los Angeles, the 
Inland Empire and San Diego, Perez 
sees a lot of potential in Orange County 
for progressive change and will follow 
Gebre’s strategy in forming alliances. 

“We can’t do it by ourselves,” he says. 
“We’re not where we want to be, and we 
can’t do it alone. We need to cultivate 
additional organizers—not just union, 
but community. These people know their 
lives better than us, and they just need a 
lift up to improve their communities. Get¬ 
ting more union members is a beautiful 
thing, but that’s not all that’s important. 
What’s the point of raising wages for 
workers if their kids are getting killed by 
police, or if high rents take their gains 
away? It’s all of us together.” 

Toward that end, OCLF has forged 
ties with the Centro Cultural de Mexico, 
Orange County Communities Organized 
for Responsible Development and other 
groups. “We may have different styles of 


organizing, but at the end of the day we 
all want the same thing,” he says. 

“The American Dream that I was able 
to plug into isn’t as easily available as 
before—and we’re talking just a 15-year 
gap,” he continues. “You have a better 
shot through the labor movement, where 
not only you can get a good job, but also 
we can advocate for good policy.” 

And he’s not talking about getting 
more Democrats into office necessarily. 

“I know some people will measure me by 
how many elections we influence or how 
we change city councils,” he says. “But I 
don’t give a shit about elections. I don’t 
give a shit about how many Democrats we 
get into office. I do care about people who 
will enact policy. We have a saying in the 
movement: ‘We have permanent issues, 
not permanent friends.’ 

“It’s all pie-in-the-sky, my ideas, sure,” 
he concludes. “But I’ll make sure Orange 
County can get there.”

LP HASTINGS’ FAVORITE 
STORIES OF 2013 

1. BILL TO LABEL E-CIGS A TOBACCO 
PRODUCT POSTPONED. 

The man hasn’t quite figured out what to 
do with e-cigarettes. The technology is so 
new it’s difficult for consumers to keep 
up with it—so you can imagine what the 
fuddy-duddies up in Sacramento think. In 
February, California state Senate Majority 
Leader Ellen Corbett (D-East Bay) drafted 
Senate Bill 648, which would label e-cigs 
as a “tobacco product.” Even though vape 
store owners and e-liquid makers agree 
some level of regulation is necessary, 
labeling vape pens a tobacco product 
would negate the whole point. Vape pens 
use no tobacco and create no secondhand 
“smoke”; for a smoker who wants to quit, 
this cessation method is without peer. 
Luckily, Corbett and her peers see a lack 
of evidence for tightening their grip on 
e-cigs and, for now, put SB 648 on hold. 

2. THE “MAKE IT MEXICAN” SERIES 
WITH ROLAND RUBALCAVA. 

Chefs have a reputation that precedes 
them. We don’t know what it is about 
working in a kitchen that makes some 
people think they’re gods, but Roland 
Rubalcava, former chef/owner of the 
beloved Rubalcava’s in Placentia, is 
instead the coolest, most down-to-earth 
dude. Which is why we chose him for the 
“Make It Mexican” series on our Stick a 
Fork In It blog—not simply because we’re 
in the business of promoting Mexican 
food and culture, but also because the 
expert on it just happens to be Rubalcava. 
Once a month, he taught us how to make 
Mexican dishes the way his mami and 
abuelita taught him. From tamales to 
pozole to real horchata, after making 
these delights at home, we promise you’ll 
never want to eat shitty Mexican food 
again. And the pretty pictures help, too. 
Catch him now at the awesome Taco 
Maria in Costa Mesa, por favor! 

3. WENDY LEECE’S HORROR OVER 
THE WORD MOTHERFUCKER 
APPEARING ON OUR COVER. 

It shouldn’t surprise you at all to know 
we seriously piss off some readers. 

Yet it’s not often a City Hall calls in 
with a complaint. In April, Costa Mesa 
councilwoman Wendy Leece contacted 


us about a concern that mothers in 
her city were having. Turned out some 
poor, unsuspecting teenager picked up a 
January issue that contained Joel Beers’ 
review of the South Coast Repertory 
production of The Motherfucker With 
the Hat. Great play, but Leece and her 
constituents were angry that Beers used 
the word motherfucker 17 times. We met 
with them, and although Leece appeared 
to have the most balanced view of the 
group, the consensus was that the Weekly 
should be responsible for what kids could 
possibly read in our paper—never mind 
the schoolyard or, you know, the Internet. 
Our meeting went well, sans a few heated 
moments from one stay-at-home mom, 
but we had hoped someone from South 
Coast Rep would be there to comment 
on why the “crude” play was allowed to 
run in the first place. Turns out no one 
returned Leece’s call. 

4. SADDLE CREST DEVELOPMENT IN 
TRABUCO CANYON OVERTURNED. 

In Orange County, we’re in the business 
of McMansions and making everything 
look the same. But wouldn’t you know it, 
some folks still value natural wilderness 
areas? The canyon lands east of Orange 
and north of Irvine feature miles of 
unadulterated open space and are among 
the few areas where people can hike, bike 
and camp. Yet it’s been the mission of 
Rutter Development to build a new tract- 
home community along the canyon’s 
two-lane highway since the early 2000s. 
Saddle Crest would have cut down 
more than 100 historic oaks and graded 
the pristine hillside, possibly starting a 
domino effect of development in the area. 
This kind of work was prohibited in the 
canyon because of environmental plans, 
but the Orange County Supervisors, who 
all received campaign funds from Rutter 
Santiago LP, ignored them. Thankfully, 
Orange County Superior Court Judge 
Steven L. Perk ruled against Saddle Crest 
in July and kept the fight going for the 
little squirrel. 

5. REMEMBERING GEORGE AND JACK 
CULOLIAS, FATHER AND SON WHO 
TRAGICALLY PASSED WITHIN MONTHS 
OF EACH OTHER. 

News of a Brea Olinda High School 
student who went missing during his first 
year of college at Arizona State University 
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made national headlines. Jack Culolias 
had been at a bar in Tempe, celebrating 
with his new fraternity brothers, when 
he was kicked out for underage drinking; 
he then vanished into the desert night. 
Three days later, while his brothers and 
mother, Grace, searched around the bar, a 
single red shoe was spotted near a water 
basin. Jack was found floating among the 
reeds. The story went quiet after that, but 
we caught up with the family. The boys’ 
father, George, had passed only months 
before from cancer, and the eldest brother, 
Nick, said Jack was just trying to escape 
the pain. The boys’ stepmother, Renae, 
now lives in a new house in Yorba Linda 
that she had hoped to share with the 
whole family. Instead, she points to the 
baby magnolia tree planted out front on 
the day of Jack’s memorial and thinks of 
her two remaining sons. “This is just life, 
as sucky as it is,” she says. “But there are 
good people in the world, and if anything, 
this tragedy will make them better men.” 

MATT COKER’S TOP FIVE 
UNREPORTED STORIES 
OF 2013 

1. PREDICTING THE HUNTINGTON 
BEACH RIOTS? 

After the riots sparked by the U.S. Open 
of Surfing in July, there were interviews 
and press conferences and special 
Huntington Beach City Council meetings 
at which police, merchants, Surf City 
leaders and surf-contest reps at once 
demonized the vandals and vowed to 
work together to protect citizens and 
property next summer. But my quick 
check of social media—the same tool 
credited with helping to arrest rioters— 
revealed that several locals warned the 
city before the U.S. Open of looming 
mayhem. I even started to put together 
a collection of these, but, alas, I never 
completed the project. 

2. THE SEA LION PUP GENOCIDE 
THAT WASN’T. 

In April, it was reported that nearly 1,100 
sea lions had been found ill and stranded 
on Southern California beaches for the 
year to date, rehabilitation facilities were 
full, and newly sick marine mammals 
had to be treated on the sand because of 
the overflow. The “stranding epidemic” 
began in January and showed no sign of 
ceasing, according to federal scientists 
who initially hypothesized the cause was 
“environmental factors that would limit 
prey availability for the pups.” But Orange 
County saltwater fishermen countered 
it was just a natural cycle that, if left 
alone, would take care of itself. The worst 
strategy, according to the pole holders, 
was having humans unnaturally nurse 
pups back to health. I never got around 
to hunting down an egghead to tell me 
which side was correct. 

3. THE GIRLY MAN-FISHES OF LITTLE DANA. 

Speaking of the deep-blue sea, 
scientists in February reported that 
the discovery in 2005 of feminized fish 
off our coast was erroneously based 
on samples accidentally contaminated 
by researchers. The initial research 
had received worldwide attention, and 
there was a suspected connection to

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the sewage outfalls off Orange and Los 
Angeles counties. But when the Southern 
California Coastal Water Research 
Project returned to the same locations to 
test several hundred more fish, it didn’t 
find any egg-growing dudes. That took 
researchers back to the previous samples 
and pathology reports that indicated 
there were “stray eggs” from females that 
fell onto male fish tissues. 

4. THE GOOD SIDE OF BELL. 

Corrupt former Bell City Manager Rob¬ 
ert Rizzo pleaded no contest in October 
to 69 charges brought against him for 
masterminding the corruption scheme 
that paid exorbitant salaries to city offi¬ 
cials. That set the former Huntington 
Beach resident up for 12 years in prison, 
something I did report. (Ironically, as I 
type this, Rizzo’s ex-assistant, Angela 
Spaccia, is being found guilty of multiple 
felonies by a jury.) My coverage brought 
a personal email from Doug Willmore, 
the current Bell city manager, who 
wanted to make me—and by extension, 
you, dear readers—aware of the many 
positive changes the city has made. Too 
much negative Orange County news 
prevented me from reporting positive 
Bell news. 

5. FAKE BONER PILLS FROM CHINA. 

After a Yorba Linda resident got 
busted for selling fake boner pills 
through Craigslist, an Immigration 
and Customs Enforcement (ICE) rep 
rang me up in March about doing 
an investigative story on this . . . um 
. . . growing phenomenon. She said 
counterfeit Viagra, Cialis and other 
member enhancers were being made 
in China, filled with lead and other 
toxins, and sold online. Before I took 
a larger look at the issue, she just 
needed to run it up the flag pole . 

. . which is where I assume it died 
because her bosses informed her we 
aren’t the Register. Drats, I was really 
looking forward to reporting there 
could be lead in the medicine you 
bought online because there’s no lead 
in your pencil. 


NICK SCHOU’S YEAR OF POT 
AND TACOS 

1. OBAMA’S WAR ON WEED. 

The biggest story I covered in 2013 was 
the Obama administration’s war on weed, 
which began in earnest in November 2011, 
but really picked up steam during the 
past 12 months. I wrote numerous articles 
about the feds threatening landlords and 
dispensary owners and of cities such as 
Anaheim, Santa Ana and Garden Grove 
cooperating to shut down every pot club. 
Internal emails from federal prosecutors 
I managed to obtain gave lie to repeated 
statements by top Obama administration 
officials that they were only targeting 
criminal enterprises and not dispensaries 
that were following state law. It seemed 
obvious to me these prosecutors were 
in fact operating beyond the bounds of 
official policy And indeed, the second 
half of this year proved that thesis 
correct. Having been repeatedly shamed 
by my reporting, the feds backed off their 
high-profile harassment of landlords 
in Orange County As if to place an 
exclamation point on that retreat, the 
feds also released a new statement 
promising not to interfere in states that 
have legalized marijuana for recreational 
or medical purposes. 

2. SOCAL’S POPS OF POT. 

Another big story I followed, which never 
made it into print, was the sentencing 
of the biggest kingpin in the history of 
Southern California’s medical-marijuana 
industry: John Melvin Walker. At his 
late-July sentencing hearing, I sat in a 
courtroom packed with crying friends 
and family members while the judge gave 
Walker—a bespectacled, white-haired 
man nicknamed “Pops”—22 years in 
federal prison. In the glory days of the 
med-pot craze, Walker secretly controlled 
nine insanely lucrative dispensaries in 
Los Angeles and Orange counties, but he 
made the major mistake of not paying 
his taxes. Stashing huge piles of cash 
alongside AK-47s didn’t help, either. 

3. TACOS AND TERRORISTS. 

Hardly a week goes by that I don’t stop by 
Taco Asylum, a so-called “nontraditional” 
taco joint at the Camp in Costa Mesa. It 
serves up the best ghost chile carnitas 
you’ve ever chased with a premium IPA. 
One day in early August, I saw some 
plainclothes detectives interviewing the 
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staff. Further investigation on my part 
revealed the cops were following up on a 
July 28 vandalism incident staged by the 
Animal Liberation Front (ALF), which 
had taken issue with the restaurant’s 
locally sourced rabbit tacos. Compared to 
other ALF stunts, this one—involving only 
some red spray paint and a hackneyed 
attempt to glue a lock—was as tame as 
they get. 

4. DICK-CHOPPING IN THE DESERT. 

Someday, the full story will be revealed, 
but even the sketchy outlines of what 
happened are enough to turn your 
stomach. Although the crime allegedly 
occurred in October 2012, it wasn’t until 
last month that prosecutors charged 
three men with abducting, torturing 
and sexually mutilating the owner of 
an unnamed Orange County marijuana 
dispensary in an unsuccessful effort to 
get him to turn over a large amount of 
money they believed he’d buried in the 
desert. Thanks to this misunderstanding, 
the victim, who understandably hasn’t 
been identified, was severely beaten and 
burned all over his body with a blowtorch 
before having his penis severed and his 
body doused with bleach. More gruesome 
details are likely to emerge next year 
when the three sadists finally get their 
day in court. 



5. COCAINE AIRWAYS REDUX. 

I first interviewed Tosh Plumlee, a 
former CIA contract pilot who ran 
guns to Castro in the 1950s and anti¬ 
communist Nicaraguan contras three 
decades later, about 17 years ago. Back 
then, he refused to answer my questions 
about his top-secret testimony to the U.S. 
Congress about drugs being smuggled 
into American military bases including El 
Toro Marine Corps Air Station on return 
flights. I finally got the bulk of that story 
in 2005, when I published a profile on him 
titled “Cocaine Airways.” Now, Plumlee’s 
making the rounds again, telling the 
likes of FOX News about how the agency 
helped Mexican drug kingpin Rafael Caro 
Quintero, wanted for the murder of DEA 
agent Enrique Camarena, escape to Costa 
Rica before being returned to Mexico 
to face prison time. (This is news again 
because Quintero was recently released 
early from prison and has disappeared 
again.) The biggest bombshell: It was 
Plumlee himself who flew the plane. 

GABRIEL SAN ROMAN’S FIVE 
BEST WAR STORIES OF 2013 

1. OBAMA’S WAR ON IMMIGRANTS. 

As “comprehensive immigration reform” 
was debated all year, record deportations 
raged. Local OC activists formed the 
Keep Our Families Together campaign 
to challenge them, case by case. One 
of its most publicized actions involved 
not a Latino, but rather a persecuted 
Sikh immigrant from India, Gurmukh 
Singh. The Garden Grove resident had 
attempted to normalize his status through 
a denied asylum request. He tried once 
more in April through a spousal petition 
only to be detained by Immigration and 
Customs Enforcement (ICE) far from his 
home, wife and children. Singh stayed 
in detention for months until October, 
when petitions, calls and other efforts 
finally secured his release. Singh still 
faces deportation, but his attorneys are 
working with ICE on a resolution to keep 
him home. 

2. FULLERTON’S CONTINUED WAR 
AGAINST KELLY THOMAS. 

More than two years after Fullerton 
police bludgeoned Kelly Thomas to 
death, the City Council finally considered

the issue of police oversight. One option 
before them was a two-year, $120,000 
contract with Michael Gennaco’s Office 
of Independent Review (OIR). The 
other was to continue exploring other 
models, including a civilian review 
board. Police Chief Dan Hughes made a 
strong pitch for OIR while dismissing a 
review board late into a marathon council 
meeting. Activists who formed the Police 
Oversight Proposal Committee (POPC) 
had precious little time to make their case 
and defend the model they spent months 
crafting during meetings at Fullerton 
Public Library. Mayor Bruce Whitaker 
was the sole dissenting vote against the 
contract with Gennaco’s firm, dealing a 
critical blow to citizen engagement in 
police-oversight matters. Coupled with 
the council vote against a year-round 
homeless shelter in the city, Fullerton’s 
local government has learned nothing 
from Thomas’ death. 

3. ANAHEIM’S WAR ON THE HOMELESS. 

With a lingering recession, tents began 
popping up in Anaheim’s public parks, 
where homeless persons stayed before 
clearing out at night. An anti-camping 
ordinance was born in September, 
aimed at criminalizing homelessness 
and confiscating their “abandoned” 


possessions. After a contentious council 
meeting, the action was postponed until 
Anaheim and Fullerton decided to jointly 
contribute $40,000 each to open the 
Fullerton Armory Winter Shelter weeks 
ahead of schedule. The City Council also 
decided to grant a 30-day grace period, 
beginning Dec. 15. The ACLU of Southern 
California has been watching for any 
infringements upon civil and human rights. 

4. ANAHEIM CITY SCHOOL DISTRICT’S 
WAR ON LATINO PARENTS. 

Latino parents from Benito Juarez 
Elementary were on the march in May, 
but no liberal groups rallied to their 
cause. Their demand: Retain Principal 
Roberto Baeza, who had been slated to be 
transferred at the end of the school year. 
The parents pleaded their case at school 
board meetings and school-site sessions 
and even started a petition, all to no avail. 
Anaheim City School Board District 
member Jose F. Moreno was accused 
of being behind the move in a shadow 
feud with Baeza, but neither he nor his 
colleagues cared about parent concerns, 
defending the rotation as a matter of 
routine policy. The school year after the 
shuffle scuffle? The policy was changed 
to strengthen the superintendent’s hand 
and further weaken the voice of parents. 

5. OC HIP-HOP’S WAR FOR ATTENTION. 

With multiple city scenes, the local 
underground movement possesses a rich 
depth and diversity. This year saw the 
release of many albums and mixtapes that 
the Weekly spotlighted through the Spare 



Notes feature on our Heard Mentality 
music blog. Whether it was Kevin Parx 
of SanTana’s Freethrows, Locally Grown 
Collective’s DaveAllen representing 
Orange on Young American or Emcee 
Classiq pondering Cupid’s Vices from 
Anaheim, there was no shortage of beats 
and rhymes for the times. Other rappers 
such as Sage One, Hands, and Innate & 

EP gave county hip-hop-heads something 
to bump from San Clemente to Costa 
Mesa and beyond. The ladies are taking to 
the mic, too—watch for Miss Char, Vally 
Vicious, Wicked Babydoll and Noel to

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Where There’s Smoke 

Leadbelly’s Southern-Style Barbecue in Fullerton serves 
some smoking meat for reasonable prices

T he folks at Leadbelly’s finally 
installed the lighted sign about 
three weeks ago, and it doesn’t say 
“Leadbelly’s Southern-Style Barbecue,” 
which is its proper title; it just reads “Bar¬ 
becue” because, well, what else do you 
need to know? Here, in this strip mall in a 
decidedly unhip part of Fullerton, you’re 
not going bar-hopping at some trendy 
club; you’re going for a tan under the sign 
that says “Tanning,” for a rubdown at the 
one that says “Massage” or, best yet, for 
no-frills-no-nonsense barbecue at Lead¬ 
belly’s. This is barbecue at its most sincere, 
the kind of mom-and-pop that thrives on 
word-of-mouth and charges prices so rea¬ 
sonable it’s almost anti-competitive. 

Leadbelly’s does it in a square room 
no bigger than most sandwich shops. But 
there are tables fashioned from entire 
doors that a family of 10 can crowd around. 
There are trumpets, wooden crates and all 
kinds of random knickknacks on the wall, 
as well as humorous aphorisms carved 
into wooden blocks that say such things 
as “Alcohol: Because no great story ever 
started with someone eating a salad.” The 
latter all but encourages you to try a beer 
from a list as dense as a phone book. At 
the bar, I saw a man stoically nursing the 
Stone IPA he ordered, transfixed by the 
television, not moving an inch the whole 
night, probably rendered immobile from 
the meat-heavy meal he just ate. 

Almost everything here has meat in it, 
even the two lonely salads. What you want 
to start with are the “Loaded Pork Garlic 
Fries,” a house specialty that features 
three distinct textures of pig, two kinds of 
cheese and some sprinkled scallions that 
count as a vegetable. If it were any bigger, 
Adam Richman from Man v. Food would 
visit to prove he can eat it all in one sit¬ 
ting. And unlike other smothered fries out 
there, it never degrades into sogginess. 
Somehow, despite the mounds of pulled 
pork that taste like moist carnitas if it 
weren’t so smoky, the crumbles of bacon, 
the cubes of fat-gushing pork belly and 
the stretchy melted cheese, the potatoes 
remain crisp. Still, you want to inhale it 
quickly while it’s hot, before all the pork 
fat congeals and you realize it’s a meal 
unto itself. To keep everything at tem¬ 
perature, the serving plate is heated. To 
keep your mouth lubricated, a well-made 
but calorically unnecessary white gravy is 
served on the side. 

The only other appetizer you need to 
consider is the massive sampler platter 
called “The Buzz.” It includes two food¬ 
stuffs I’ve never seen before, not even at 
the OC Fair. The “Pig and a Pepper” is an 
interpretation of a jalapeno popper that 
has the same size, shape and breaded outer 
crust, but is actually a deep-fried fritter 
made by mixing pulled pork with cheese, 


bacon and chopped jalapenos together, 
then forming it into little footballs. The 
meaty clubs that are the “Hot Boxed 
Wings” are rubbed, smoked, fried and 
coated with spicy barbecue sauce—and are 
10 times more complex than your typical 
hot wings. The rest of the plate overflows 
with homemade onion rings, more fries 
and sausage slices also offered as a choice 
for the main-course smoked-meat platters, 
which is the whole reason you’re here in 
the first place. 

And when you start on your meaty 
main course, you marvel that the mod¬ 
est, refrigerator-sized smoker pictured 
on the Facebook page is responsible for 
tri tips so pink, briskets so deep in flavor 
and sausages that melt like ice cream in 
your mouth. It’s almost as surprising as 
the price you’ll pay for a massive plate 
with all three: $15.95 as of this writing. 
Included are slices of bread you’ll never 
touch and a choice of two sides from a 
list that boasts of collard greens, creamed 
corn that slurps like chowder, candy-sweet 
baked beans, and a jalapeno macaroni and 
cheese that comes with not only crumbled 
breadcrumbs, but also crumbled bacon. 
Leadbelly’s also offers burnt ends, those 


charred brisket trimmings that are one of 
the most coveted delicacies in the world of 
barbecue; here, they’re served steeped in 
an almost-too-salty sauce insulated with a 
thin layer of fat. 

Those who come to Leadbelly’s with no 
intention of eating a smoked-meat plate 
can have sandwiches stuffed with the 
same proteins or the only non-barbecue 
main entree: shredded chicken simmered 
in a spicy, roux-thickened etouffee poured 
around a molded mound of rice. Any of 
those choices are better than the burgers, 
which tend to be dry. About the only other 
disappointment are the pork ribs. Though 
they’re smoked to just the right amount 
of pull and texture, the chosen spice rub 
gives off an inexplicably fishy smell. Yet 
even this is saved when you slather them 
with thimbles of barbecue sauce—but you 
were going to do that anyway.

The success of Irvine's Wholesome Choice 
sparked a trend of vaguely Middle Eastern 
supermarkets opening across OC in the 
past couple of years that shows no sign of 
stopping. Almost all are carbon copies of 
the original: aisles of products and produce 
from across the world, a food court with 
vendors hawking the food of their native 
lands, a communal eating area, and more 
styles of tea than there are drunks on Main 
Street in HB come Saturday night. 

One of the newest markets is also 
one of the emptiest: Pars Supermarket in 
Lake Forest. It opened this spring in one 
of the most multiethnic shopping plazas 
in the county, a place that counts as ten¬ 
ants a Thai restaurant, a Peruvian dive, a 
pho palace, a South American nightclub 
and—that's still around?—a Boot Barn. 
Unfortunately, the store is right next to the 
freeway, in a place that only Lake Forest¬ 
ers would know howto reach. On my last 
visit, workers at the food stands were 
helping the produce guys because there 
was no business whatsoever—and this 
was during the lunch rush. It's a shame 
because Pars outdoes its competitors and 
even the mighty Wholesome Choice with 
the breadth of its food court and quality 
of the meals. It hosts at least seven eater¬ 
ies, each with its own glossy menus and 
specialties. ManDeli specializes in Persian 
counter food, from cutlets to sandwiches 
(containing everything from silky roasted 
beef tongue to olivieh) to buckets of 
Persian spreads (mast-o-musir, kashk- 
e-bademjan, even laboo, the best beets 
you'll ever eat). Pitabari Bread bakes not 
only the expected pitas, naan and sangak, 
but also such rarer breads as taftoon, flat- 
breads spiked with dill or saffron. Kebob- 
Saray is your place for Persian rice pilafs 
and kebabs. And the best stand of them 
all is Patatez, a Turkish spot that'll sell you 
Turkish-inspired pizzas, baked potatoes or 
an iskender kebab (the country's famous 
meal of chopped-up pita bread topped 
with butter, beef, tomato sauce and sour 
cream) plate so massive I couldn't finish it 
after stabbing at it over two days—and I 
can eat La Casa Garcia's 5-pound burrito 
in one sitting. 

But best of all? When you finally go to 
sit down, bottles of Tapatio wait. Though 
Pars is geared toward Middle Eastern 
consumers, the owners also understand 
that we are all bound in this region by 
food, that salsa is the lingua franca of us 
all. May Pars find much success in its 
secluded location—and may I finally finish 
that iskender kebab by tomorrow. Man, it 
is epic ....

STICK A FORK IN IT 
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La Vie en Santa Ana 

Eric Samaniego of Little Sparrow 


he day I met up with Eric 
Samaniego was a celebration of 
sorts. Not only was it his birthday, 
but I was also the first to be seated on a 
newly installed banquette along the length 
of the dining room. It elevated the mod¬ 
est space, making for a desirable seating 
arrangement at lunch. We’ve met on mul¬ 
tiple occasions, but it was nice to finally 
sit down and talk beyond pleasantries. 

OC WEEKLY; Culinarily speaking, Orange 
County has the best: 

ERIC SAMANIEGO: Potential for great¬ 
ness. I am fairly new to the OC restaurant 
scene, but I have met some amazing, tal¬ 
ented chefs who are extremely passionate 
about creating a better food culture in 
Orange County. Diners are also demand¬ 
ing that chefs be as creative and forward- 
thinking as we want to be. You should see 
my face every time we have an order of 
sweetbreads or veal tongue ordered in. I 
love that people are so open to trying any¬ 
thing I want to put on the menu. I don’t 
want to speak for everyone, but I want to 
be a great chef, period. Not a great chef 
“for Orange County.” 

Why separate the bar from the main din¬ 
ingroom? 

The owners really wanted to create two 
unique rooms. They wanted a dark, sexy 
bar that guests would enjoy drinking at for 
hours. They were really inspired by cocktail 
lounges of Manhattan and San Francisco. 
But the dining room was meant to be lighter 
and brighter, with less texture so that the 
food would be the star. I love that we have 
smaller tables that are close together. It 
really drives home the bistro feeling. 

Please explain the restaurant’s name. 

We are named after French singer Edith 
Piaf. We are not a French bistro, but we are 
all huge Francophiles at heart. 

Best recent food find: 

I am always looking for late-night drinks 
and food. C4 just opened up around the 
corner from us, and it’s exactly what I 
want after work. Great beer list, awesome 
deli sandwiches and snacks. It has great 
music and big, “loungy” chairs at the bar. 
Most recent meal: 

I don’t eat out much, but I did get to finally 
try Broadway By Amar Santana last month. 
My wife and I sat at the kitchen bar and 
had a tasting menu. It was fantastic. The 
best dish of the night was the abalone with 
capers and brown butter! I’m really look¬ 
ing forward to trying THE RANCH next. 
Can you tell us about your pastry chef? 

We do all of our own desserts and about 80 
percent of our breads in-house. My pastry 
chef’s name is Nasera Munchi. We worked 
together at Comme Ca. She is classically 
trained, and we have a great partnership 
when it comes to the menu. She was actu¬ 
ally the first person I called when I was 
hired. She was living in India at the time, 
but serendipitously, by the time construc¬ 
tion delays were done, she had moved back

to the States and was looking for work. I 
snatched her up before anyone else could. 
What’s in your savory popcorn? 

I buy just a simple yellow popcorn and cook 
it with a little bit of canola oil. After it’s all 
popped, it gets flavored with furikake but¬ 
ter, togarashi and salt. It’s the perfect snack. 
Tell us where this quote comes from: “It is a 
sad opportunity to eat badly.” 

I’m not sure who first said it. When I 
started [in this industry], it was printed 
at the bottom of my first business cards. I 
thought it was a perfect one-liner for food. 
Half of my cards said that, and the other 
half said, “Eat better, not more.” 

Let’s discuss your pate. 

Pates take a lot of planning to stay ahead of 
production. Our house pate is a campagne; 
it’s made with pork shoulder, chicken livers, 
brandy and lots of other things. Basically, it 
all gets seasoned and ground together, then 
baked in a water bath. The most important 
part of making these terrines is pressing 
them after they are cooked. This condenses 
the meat into a dense brick and presses 
out impurities. We also make traditional 
head cheese using whole pig heads that are 
cured, then simmered for hours. The plate 
is finished off with either chicken liver 
mousse or pork belly rillette. 

The first pate that comes to mind was 
made by my old chef, Michael David. It was 
a simple country terrine with an amazing 
balance of garlic, bay leaf and pork. While 
at Comme Ca, I would watch him work on 
charcuterie. I would eventually take over 
the whole program at the restaurant, but 
that one pate was the one that kick-started 
my passion for charcuterie. I have been 
working on it for about seven years now, 
and I could see myself one day in the future 
owning a charcuterie shop.

Black Gold On the Hill 

Curley’s continues to offer standard fare to 
Signal Hill’s oil-slicked finest 


O nly a few businesses in Long 
Beach have been around long 
enough to see the city through its 
past century of tumultuous phases, and 
all of them continue to be destinations for 
the working-class population that perme¬ 
ates this town. 

Joe Jost’s has been serving frosty 
schooners on East Anaheim since 1924, 
Outer Limits Tattoo occupies a space that 
has been a needle-workery for nearly 90 
years, and Curley’s recently celebrated its 
80th year of serving meaty grub to Signal 
Hill’s oil-slicked finest. 

At Curley’s, however, it might as well 
still be Long Beach’s black-gold heydey. 

One of the last restaurants catering to those 
who work in Long Beach’s original blue- 
collar industry, the diner and bar sits atop 
one of the world’s smallest high-producing 
oil fields, which started churning out bar¬ 
rels of the stuff in 1921. There are even two 
working oil wells surrounded by green 
fence in the parking lot; they silently dip 
their noses toward the ground as you eat. 

Today, there are big-screen TVs and 
V-neck-wearing waitresses covered in 
tattoos, but every day around lunchtime, 
Curley’s turns into the male-dominated, 
locals-only restaurant it has been for 
decades, filling with first-name-basis 
regulars ordering food to fuel the remain¬ 
der of the workday. It’s not uncommon 
during this time to see a guy dressed as 
though he stepped out of There Will Be 
Blood as he chomps on a patty melt or to 
spot a burly gray moustache covered in 
foam from a pint of Coors Light. 

The menu is full of standard American- 
diner fare, perfect for big appetites and 
small budgets, from the oft-ordered 
Curley Burger to the roast beef sand¬ 
wich—both of which come with a side of 
fries for less than $8. Every typical com¬ 
bination of bread and protein seems to be 
represented here. 

But the main attraction at Curley’s is 
surprisingly its most polarizing. A little

bit watery and filled with equal parts 
beans and meat, the restaurant’s mild- 
as-it-is-simple chili comes from a recipe 
that has presumably been around since 
the beginning. While “mild,” “watery” 
and “beans” are ordinarily blasphemous 
descriptions for staunch traditionalists, 
Curley’s owns its chili so hard that one 
can’t help but order some. Lacking the 
pasty consistency of heartier chilis, this 
one craves not a bread bowl or even a cold 
winter’s day, but insists instead on being 
poured over hot dogs, meat patties and— 
for the so-called “Red Top,” at least—a 
bowl of beef stew. 

Though perfect for that noontime 
caloric intake, lovingly crafted burgers 
and loaded-up chili sizes are not the 
only reason to hoof it up to the top of 
“The Hill” for a meal at Curley’s. It’s the 
unchanged character despite a shifting 
urban landscape and the steady stream 
of life-long Long Beach locals that keeps 
people returning to the faithful oil-indus¬ 
try hub year after year.

Hamachi kama at 
Sushi Town 


Y ou’ve probably passed by Sushi 
Town a million times without 
knowing it. It’s on the one-way 
part of Newport Boulevard that parallels 
the 55, in a strip mall with a liquor store 
and a massage parlor that advertises “colon 
hydrotherapy” in neon. When you go in, 
you realize the whole neighborhood is here 
at the bar, knocking back the sake as though 
they’ve got something to prove and feast¬ 
ing on rolls drenched in sauce. There’s a 
wait list for the booths, and the specials are 
scribbled with marker on plain white copy 
paper taped to the walls. Everything seems 
to be served on no-frills cafeteria plates 
but that doesn’t mean it doesn’t serve well- 
made, bright-tasting sushi any Tokyo expat 
would approve of. 

There’s a TV tuned to sports that no 
one’s really watching, and the waiter is one 
of the friendliest, most sincerely affable 
chaps who has ever served you anywhere, 
sushi bar or otherwise. The prices are rela¬ 
tively low, with nothing generally costing 
more than $10. The broiled unagi comes 
in slices thick enough for two nigiri pieces, 
belted with a strip of nori and brushed with 
enough sauce to taste like candy. The raw 
scallops come cuffed in more seaweed, 
tossed in a light mayo-based lubricant with 
bits of caviar.

But the best dish might just be the hama¬ 
chi kama (yellowtail collar). It’s wonderful, 
plainly broiled, seasoned with black pepper 
you can taste, the meat as soft as pudding.

The Main Course at

THE DRINK 

It was a mix of some of my favorite drinks, 
liqueurs and aperitifs, served in a beau¬ 
tiful glass befitting the surroundings:

was mole bitters, a touch that brought 
all of the flavors—bracing, bitter, savory, 
spicy, sweet—together for the purposes 
of getting you blotto.

Martin Scorsese attacks excess with excess

M artin Scorsese’s The Wolf of Wall 
Street is the kind of movie direc¬ 
tors make when they wield money, 
power and a not inconsiderable degree of 
arrogance. Sprawling and extravagant, it 
revels in all manner of excess, including 
sexual debauchery, hearty abuse of liquor 
and Quaaludes, even dwarf-tossing. Its anti- 
hero, the crooked high flier Jordan Belfort 
(Leonardo DiCaprio), has a Dunhill wal¬ 
let where his heart should be, and he just 
can’t stop flingingbills out of it. The movie 
around him guns for grandeur in the same 
way: There are hints of greatness, one 
or two artfully constructed scenes that 
remind you why you look forward to new 
Scorsese films in the first place. But as a 
highly detailed portrait of true-life corrup¬ 
tion and bad behavior in the financial sector, 
Wolf is pushy and hollow, too much of a 
bad thing, like a three-hour cold call from 
the boiler room that leaves you wondering, 
“What have I just been sold?” 

It’s a work of bullying artistry, but at least 
it looks really expensive. So does DiCaprio’s 
Jordan, with his wardrobe of bespoke suits 
and that Crest Whitestrips smile. Jordan 
is the founder of a ’90s-era investment 


firm with a pseudo-classy name, Stratton 
Oakmont. His cronies, among them Jonah 
Hill’s perpetually dazed-looking Donnie 
Azoff, start out knowing diddly-squat about 
finance. Before long, they’re bending the 
rules and bilking ordinary folk out of mil¬ 
lions, the better to finance mansions, yachts 
and trophy wives—along with their hookers 
and drug habits. (The movie was adapted by 
Terence Winter from Belfort’s 2007 memoir 
of the same name.) 

Scorsese halfheartedly follows a rags-to- 
riches-to-rags arc, though mostly he fixates 
on riches. Some of the early moments are 
promising: One of the funniest, most casual 
sections features Matthew McConaughey 
as one of Jordan’s early mentors, earnestly 
advising the callow newcomer over a mul¬ 
timartini lunch that in order to be a world 
beater, he’ll need to start masturbating 
more. Scorsese doesn’t pass judgment on his 
characters, which at first seems like a plus. 
But he can’t get a fix on the tone; the movie 
has the intentionally sour spirit of Goodfel- 
las, but none of its grim humor. 

Many of the bits are probably intended 
to be over-the-top funny and horrifying: In 
one sequence, a female Stratton Oakmont 


employee volunteers to have her head 
shaved in front of the staff in return for a 
hefty check, which, Jordan announces, she’s 
going to use for breast implants. She submits 
cheerfully to the electric shaver, but we feel 
humiliated for her as locks of her lustrous 
hair fall to the floor. She’s playing the boys’ 
game, tossing her own currency into the pot, 
but it’s all just a big guffaw for them. 

One hour of that boorishness would be 
more than enough; by the end of the second, 
you might be wondering if anyone, includ¬ 
ing Scorsese, is ever goingto call these guys 
on their self-absorbed idiocy. What, exactly, 
does he think of these people? Long after 
we’ve gotten the picture, Scorsese and cin¬ 
ematographer Rodrigo Prieto are still pre¬ 
senting each new, depraved revelation as if 
it were an infant water nymph on a lily pad, 
a thing of wonder they’d never seen before. 
If you’ve never heard stories about the boor¬ 
ishness of Wall Street types, you’ll be incred¬ 
ibly shocked by The Wolf of Wall Street That 
man snorted coke out of a hooker’s butt! 

Jordan does eventually fall. His second 
wife, a pneumatic princess he calls the 
Duchess (Margot Robbie), finally sees what 
a loser he is as a man, if not a pocketbook; 


the supercilious French dude (Jean Dujar- 
din, with his crocodile smile) who’s helping 
him hide his money in Switzerland pulls 
a fast one on him; and a wily FBI agent 
(played by the appealing Kyle Chandler, 
who’s starting to resemble a young Robert 
Forster, which is miraculous) starts sniffing 
at his all-too-obvious trail. 

But if there’s nothing pleasurable or 
revelatory in watching these guys act like 
cavemen who have just discovered women, 
drugs and cash, it’s even less fun to see them 
get caught. DiCaprio’s Jordan is manic in 
a studied way; he’s always leaping onto 
desks or writhing on floors. His turn might 
be more effective if he hadn’t just played 
Jay Gatsby, in a much better performance, 
earlier this year. Both Gatsby and Jordan 
are strivers and fakers, but Gatsby aspires 
to elegance, not excess, and even then his 
greatest hope is that it can buy him love. As 
DiCaprio played him, he had the touching 
austerity of a lone silver cufflink, an incom¬ 
plete man who appears to have everything. 

There’s nothing as complicated or as 
appealing in The Wolf of Wall Street— and 
nothing tragic, not even tragically funny. 
Scorsese is one of the few great old-guard 
filmmakers with the clout to make movies 
on this scale, and this picture—dreary, self- 
evident, too repetitive to be much fun even 
as satire—is what he comes up with?

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47 RONIN Solemn as a funeral march, 
humorless as your junior high princi¬ 
pal, as Japanese as a grocery-store 
California roll, Keanu Reeves' let's-mope- 
about-and-kill-ourselves samurai drama 
has exactly three things going for it. First, 
the cockeyed sensuality of Rinko Kikuchi 
as a spider-puking evil witch who can 
transform herself into a fox, a swathe 
of magic-carpet silk, or this month's 
second-most impressive movie dragon. 
Second is those flying silks, whose 
airborne undulations demonstrate more 
personality than any of the characters 
save that witch herself—she's cursive 
calligraphy in a cast of square and clunk¬ 
ing alphabet blocks. And a distant third 
is one sequence of amusing movie vio¬ 
lence. The 47 good guys are storming the 
palace of the lord who banished them, 
shamed them, tricked their master into 
seppuku, and kidnapped their princess. 
(He's four villains in one!) These ronin 
scale a wall in a snowstorm, lasso the 
evil lord's guards to yank them off the 
ramparts, and work up impossible traps 
and tricks to thin the enemies' ranks. 

It's a reverse Home Alone, and it's the 
only sustained burst of excitement in 47 
Ronin's two grinding hours—and it lasts 
maybe three minutes. Other than that, the 
movie is all slow, portentous dialogue, 
each word dripping out like tree sap. 
Keanu Reeves stars but doesn't say 
much. He's one of the few castmembers 
who seems comfortable speaking the 
English everyone in the film's feudal 
Japan for some reason relies upon. Quite 
a few actors seem not to have mastered 
English Is and r's—it seems cruel, then, 
that the producers force them to keep 
calling Reeves' character "half-breed."

GRUDGE MATCH The surprise in Grudge 
Match, the not-quite-a-comedy that pits 
Rocky Balboa against Raging Bull, isn't 
that it has the chutzpah to posit Sylvester 
Stallone and Robert DeNiro as equally 
matched rivals. The surprise is in how 
easily audiences will buy it. For years, 
DeNiro has slumped through godawful 
comedies where he seems to work about 
as hard as a high-school coach teach¬ 
ing health class. Now the greatest of 
street-tough '70s Noo Yawk film actors 
has sunk to the level of Stallone, the 
most ridiculous of that breed. An even 
bigger surprise: Despite the scene where 
DeNiro's retirement-aged pugilist farts 
on his trainer, Grudge Match aspires to 


be more than some Jack Lemmon/Walter 
Matthau-style dispenser of prostate 
jokes. Director Peter Segal is aiming for 
nothing less than the third-best boxing 
movie these guys have ever starred in. 
The stars play old rivals goaded by a 
promoter (a cartoonish Kevin Hart) into 
one last late-in-life fight. Director Peter 
Segal's gearbox gets jammed between 
recession-era sports drama and brain¬ 
less comedy, especially as Hart hollers 
pop-culture punch lines like he's the 
squirrel sidekick in a CGI kiddo flick. 
Credit Segal with this, though: He elicits 
an engaged and engaging performance 
from DeNiro, who seems to mean what 
he's saying even when he's forced to 
exult, "I'm having the time of my life!" 
Stallone, meanwhile, is ripped, as 
always, and his face has pinked as it's 
settled into slack immobility—his eyes 
and mouth look like holes in meat. He 
plays the relatable one, the everyday 
schlub. But what's the point of a movie 
about an everyman aging whose star 
has done everything in his power to look 
like he hasn't? (PG-13) Alan Scherstuhl.

THE SECRET LIFE OF WALTER MITTY 

Like the '90s, Ben Stiller loves sarcasm— 
he even cast himself as the most hand¬ 
some man in the world—but his films 
are sincere within their worlds: Derek 
Zoolander really is a gorgeous model, 
and Tropic Thunder's Kirk Lazarus is 
invested in his blackface. The Secret Life 
of Walter Mitty drops all the irony. The 
story of a shy magazine employee with a 
magnificent imagination, it's an uplifting, 
big-hearted crowd-pleaser. Which, in 
today's Hollywood, where every super¬ 
hero has a standing Thursday appoint¬ 
ment with a therapist, makes it defiantly 
uncool. The disaffectedness Stiller popu¬ 
larized in Reality Bites is biting him in the 
ass. As in the original James Thurber 
short story, Mitty dreams he's leading a 
more exciting life—a Hollywood fantasy. 
Here, he imagines larger-than-life heroes 
and toughs in the visual language of film: 
The leaves swirl, the music quickens, 
and his eyes burn. Eventually Mitty sets 
out on a real adventure to track down 
a wild-man photographer (Sean Penn). 
The film thrills at this quest; the National 
Geographic-quality vistas are almost 
distractingly beautiful, the indie ballads 
one synthesizer chord short of emotional 
overkill. Yet Stiller balances his big ambi¬ 
tions with small, grounded truths—after 
visiting a volcano, Mitty goes to a Papa 
John's and balances his checkbook. 


Globe-trotting ain't cheap. Like Mitty, 
Stiller dreams big. The problem is that 
audiences have trouble dividing Stiller 
the actor—the paycheck-cashing doofus 
of Night at the Museum—from Stiller the 
director, whose last film scored Robert 
Downey Jr. an Oscar nomination (for a 
summer comedy!). He's both famous and 
forgotten, the best comedy director of 
his generation hiding in plain sight. (PG)

AMERICAN HUSTLE There may not be 

much behind the sparkling tinsel curtain 
of David 0. Russell's extraordinarily 
entertaining American Hustle. But what 
a curtain! Christian Bale in an endear¬ 
ingly artificial hairpiece, Amy Adams in a 
series of slippery '70s dresses cut down 
to there, Jennifer Lawrence in a tousled 
blond updo, two parts Ellen Barkin to 
one part Angie Dickinson: There's tons 
of artifice in American Hustle, but it's 
not the special-effects kind. Bale plays 
Bronx-born con artist Irving Rosenfeld: 

In the opening, he carefully spirit-glues 
fake hair onto his cue ball pate. His main 
squeeze, Sydney Prosser (Adams), is 
a vixen who speaks with a pinkie-up 
British accent—though she's really from 
Albuquerque—and she's Irving's partner 
in a number of naughty little schemes. 
They're in love and desperately happy, 
but for two complications: They've 
attracted the attention of loose-cannon 
FBI agent Richie DiMaso (Bradley 
Cooper, in a decidedly unsexiest-man- 
alive man-perm), who offers a deal if 
they'll help snare a few baddies. Plus, 
Irving has a wife and a kid, and he's prin¬ 
cipled enough to want to stick by them. 
And so he does, even after wife Rosalyn, 
played by Lawrence, nearly sets the fam¬ 
ily home aflame by falling asleep under a 
sunlamp: Lawrence makes her entrance 
like a harlequin, her face half crimson. 
Russell, hardly the most sensual of film¬ 
makers, delights in Lawrence, which may 
be one reason the movie works so well. 
You'd never credit him with a light touch, 
but American Hustle cruises along like a 
line of wedding guests doing the Electric 
Slide. Its plot mechanics are impossible 
to take seriously and yet deeply plea¬ 
surable to parse, right up to the who's- 
screwing-whom ending. (R) Stephanie 
Zacharek.

ANCHORMAN 2: THE LEGEND 

CONTINUES With those eyes that are 
a little too close together, and that con¬ 
fident swagger that looks as if it could 
disintegrate into a pratfall at any time, 
Will Ferrell makes a grand ringleader 
for the nonsense of Anchorman 2. A 
few years ago, when he was making 
film after film, he became dangerously 
overexposed: A little of his pompous 
demeanor goes a long way. But he's an 
inherently generous performer, which is 
rare for big comic actors. Ferrell opens 
the space around him for his fellow per¬ 
formers, allowing all sorts of weirdness 
to sneak through. This sequel is more 
hit-or-miss than its predecessor, which 
means, thankfully, fewer annoying guys 
will be inspired to quote it. This time, Ron 
Burgundy is offered a gig at a brand- 
new station. He scoffs at the concept: a 
24-hour news network? It'll never fly! But 
he comes around, and decides to reas¬ 
semble his old San Diego news team: 
Paul Rudd's man-on-the-scene cor¬ 
respondent and sex god Brian Fantana, 
David Koechner's sportscaster Champ 
Kind, and Steve Carell's Dada-dense 
weathercaster Brick Tamland. They 
make their mark by reporting only upbeat 
news that makes people feel good about 
America. Most of this is utterly, indefen¬ 
sibly ridiculous, and like all reasonably 
ambitious comedies, it at times pushes 


the boundaries of good taste. When 
Burgundy first meets his new boss, 

Linda Jackson (Meagan Good), a take- 
charge type and woman of color, his jaw 
hangs open like that of a hooked tuna. 
"Oh. Black!" he blurts out, a marvelous 
take on the universal human fear of 
saying absolutely, positively the wrong 
thing. (PG-13) Stephanie Zacharek.

DALLAS BUYERS CLUB Matthew 
McConaughey lost 40 pounds to play 
AIDS victim, entrepreneur, and ad-hoc 
activist Ron Woodruff in Dallas Buyers 
Club. His figure is so attenuated you 
can almost hear his bones cracking; his 
gait is that of a slow-motion alien, his 
neck one long stretch of tendons. But 
there's never a moment when you don't 
see the whole person. McConaughey's 
Woodruff is a fully rounded "y'all go 
fuck yourselves" folk hero. Woodruff 
was a real person, an electrician from 
Dallas diagnosed with HIV in 1985—he'd 
contracted the virus from a forgotten het¬ 
erosexual encounter—and given 30 days 
to live. Dallas Buyers Club, directed by 
Jean-Marc Vallee, shows how Woodruff 
fought. Unable to partake of the then- 
experimental AZT, he began obtaining 
the drug through back channels, selling 
it at a profit to those in need, and also 
using it to keep himself alive. Previously, 
Woodruff had seen AIDS as "the gay 
disease." But the more he learned about 
the virus and its possible treatments, 
the more he came to care about his fel¬ 
low sufferers. What's remarkable about 
Dallas Buyers Club is its lack of senti¬ 
mentality. The movie, like its star, is all 
angles and elbows, earning its emotion 
through sheer pragmatism. Woodruff, a 
man with a job to do, enlists help from 
a number of acquaintances, usually by 
first taking advantage of them. They 
include his physician, Eve Saks (Jennifer 
Garner), and a fellow AIDS patient 
named Rayon (Jared Leto), a transsexual 
who, in a marvelous scene, manages to 
both charm and challenge the (at first) 
aggressively homophobic Woodruff. 

They begin a business partnership that 
evolves into a friendship, bickering 
like the Honeymooners all the way. (R) 
Stephanie Zacharek. Countywide. 

THE HUNGER GAMES: CATCHING 
FIRE Both Stephenie Meyer's Twilight 
and Suzanne Collins' Hunger Games 
sagas invert Jan and Dean's Surf City 
ideal. Two boys for every girl! That 
ought to double the fun, but really it 
only multiplies the headaches. Jennifer 
Lawrence's earthy enchantress, Katniss 
Everdeen, is just figuring that out in The 
Hunger Games: Catching Fire, directed 
by Francis Lawrence (taking the reins 
from Gary Ross), which picks up exactly 
where the first movie left off. Katniss 
has survived the kid-killing-kid games, 
thanks to her crackerjack archery skills 
and even more impressive disdain for 
authority. Her district co-competitor, 
Peeta (Josh Hutcherson), who is not-so- 
secretly in love with her, has survived, 
too, but Katniss isn't sure how she feels. 
She's been best friends forever with 
another lad, Gale (Liam Hemsworth), and 
as Catching Fire opens, he catches her 
off-guard and plants one hell of a confus¬ 
ing kiss on her lips. Katniss may not have 
room in her life for one guy. What's she 
supposed to do with two? As it turns out, 
mere survival takes up most of her time. 
The evil elders of Panem—led by Donald 
Sutherland, a naughty big-daddy silver 
fox if ever there was one—recognize 
that her rebellious streak and celebrity 
status threaten their omnipotence. Their 
solution: forcing her to her compete in an 
all-star Hunger Games playoff, devising 
even deadlier challenges than the last 
time. Catching Fire suffers from the movie 
equivalent of middle-book syndrome: The 
story is on its way to being something, 
maybe, but doesn't add up to much itself. 
Still, it's entertaining as civics lessons go, 



and it's a more polished, assured picture 
than its predecessor. (PG-13) Stephanie 
Zacharek. Countywide. 

MANDELA: THE LONG WALK TO 
FREEDOM What becomes a legend 
most? Mandela: Long Walk to Freedom 
offers the biopic's usual reply: legend 
itself. Bigger, louder, more expensive leg¬ 
end, brought to bear by the best talents 
and technologies of the day. The name 
Nelson Mandela is already shorthand 
for the things Mandela director Justin 
Chadwick shows him to be: charismatic, 
driven, uncompromising, long-suffering, 
righteous. The casting of Idris Elba in 
the title role, however, is a welcome sur¬ 
prise. As masculine as they come, Elba's 
hulking physique replaces the popular 
image of Mandela the wispy, benevolent 
grandpa with one of imposing, youthful 
vigor. A slow-motion prologue depicts the 
Xhosa ritual that carried Mandela into 
manhood; what follows is a hasty busi¬ 
ness. When he plucks future wife Winnie 
(Naomie Harris) from a street corner, 
he is already involved with the African 
National Congress, the resistance move¬ 
ment (later a political party) formed to 
challenge white apartheid rule. When 
police fire on peaceful protesters, killing 
69, Mandela and the ANC wage guerrilla 
war, and the movie locks into a stultifying 
pattern: rousing speeches alternated 
with montages of either violence or 
celebration. Now the mother of two 
daughters, Winnie doesn't question her 
husband. "Fight them," she says. "I hate 
them so much." Her radicalization might 
have been one of Mandela' s finer points, 
but instead plays out as a series of cha¬ 
otic arrests and imprisonments, moments 
Harris manages to make emotionally 
intelligible despite William Nicholson's 
thinly drawn script. Elba acquires 
Mandela's secret look, the inexorable 
stillness of a man willing to wait history 
out. In 1963, Mandela was sentenced, 
along with several fellow ANC members, 
to life in prison; eventually, the govern¬ 
ment sought the help of the man they 
had helped turn into a legend. (PG-13)

TYLER PERRY'S A MADEA 

CHRISTMAS Someday there will be 
an academic study on Tyler Perry, the 
battered and sexually abused child 
who legally changed his first name at 
16 and grew rich playing a caricature 
of his mother in pantyhose and a dress, 
like a sass-talking Norman Bates. By all 
accounts, Perry adored his mom, the late 
Willie Maxine, whom he credits with giv¬ 
ing him faith, stability, and the inspiration 
behind his famous character. Did she 
see herself in Madea, who, according 
to A Madea Christmas, is an ex-stripper 
and weed-dealer who once had a three¬ 
some with Jesse Jackson? In recent 
Madea flicks, Perry's broadened the color 
spectrum of his cast. Last year's W/tness 
Protection introduced Eugene Levy as 
Madea's secret grand-nephew. With A 
Madea Christmas, in which Madea helps 
an interracial Alabama couple break the 
news to their families, he goes even fur¬ 
ther. Behold, Madea's niece's daughter's 
new father-in-law: Larry the Cable Guy. 
Larry and Madea are an oddly perfect 
pairing. They're both comedians in drag— 
Larry (ne Daniel Lawrence Whitney of 
Nebraska, some six states away from his 
fake Georgia twang) just gets to wear 
pants. Both ain't got no time for political 
correctness, polite talk, or pronunciation 
standards. They get along like two hogs 
in a mud puddle, merrily slinging dirt at 
everyone that crosses their path: fat 
people, racist people, rich people, mean 
people, weak people, and, a bit hypocriti¬ 
cally, bullies. A Madea Christmas is leaps 
better than Witness Protection, the series' 
nadir, and full of enough accidental com¬ 
edy and surreal leaps of logic that it could 
play in a double bill with The Room. It's 
also, of course, not good by any definition.

Why C.S. Lewis’ The Screwtape Letters remains so relevant and popular

T he oldest conspiracy theory in one 
of the oldest of books would render 
any other one irrelevant. It’s the one 
that begins in Genesis 3:15 with a little bit 
of enmity between a serpent and a woman, 
gets a human face in the book of Job, and 
reaches a show-stopping crescendo in the 
book of Revelation. It’s the battle between 
two distinct camps for humanity’s soul, 
and whether you have a dog in that hunt 
or couldn’t care less, without that conflict, 
some remarkable works of literature prob¬ 
ably would have gone unwritten, from the 
greatness of Milton’s Paradise Lost and 
Dante’s Inferno to the je ne sais quoi of 
The Left Behind series to the pinnacle of all 
human artistic achievement, the 41st epi¬ 
sode of The Twilight Zone, with its unfor¬ 
gettable howling man. 

C.S. Lewis, a most literary 20th-century 
writer, also broached the eternal chess game 
between God and Satan with his 1942 work, 
The Screwtape Letters. It’s basically a series 
of 31 letters written from a silver-tongued 
senior devil, Screwtape, to an entry-level 
tempter, Wormwood, who is doing his 
damnedest to turn an Englishman, known 
only as the Patient, from the path of the 
Enemy toward Screwtape’s beloved Father 
(in this satirical, topsy-turvy world, there’s 
an obvious bit of role reversal). 

Since there’s only one character and all 
the important stuff happens outside the 
boundaries of Screwtape’s words, the work 
wouldn’t cry out for dramatization. But 
that hasn’t stopped people over the years 
from adapting it to the stage, most recently 
Max McLean, who co-wrote and starred in 
a production that has basically been tour¬ 
ing nonstop around the country since a 
nine-month run in New York City in 2010. 

Though definitely Christian in bent 
(Lewis may be best known for creating 


Narnia, but he also spent a considerable 
amount of energy attempting to infuse 
rational argument into the concept of reli¬ 
gious faith), McLean says Screwtape isn’t a 
logical defense of Christianity as much as 
it is an “imaginative fantasy about how we 
choose to behave the way we behave.... So 
while the premise is there that the super¬ 
natural world has an impact on our lives, 
you certainly don’t need to believe that to 
enjoy the play.” 

Along with co-creator Jeff Fiske, 
McLean created a mesmerizing Screwtape 
in this production, which is set in an office 
in hell and uses about 25 percent of Lewis’ 
words to relate about 75 percent of the 
original work. Here, Screwtape is a flam¬ 
boyant, bellowing English gentleman; his 
scribe, Toadpipe, gets a far more expanded 
role as a slinky, slithering female assis¬ 
tant; and decidedly non-Lewis touches, 
such as Screwtape admiring the lyrics to 
Madonna’s “Material Girl,” are tossed into 
the mix. 

But Screwtape is the anchor. “I think 
he’s one of the greatest literary creations of 
the 20th Century,” McLean says. “His use 
of language is so theatrical, and he’s such a 
well-written character. And there is some¬ 
thing he wants really badly, and on that 
journey, he gets frustrated. He has a real 
narrative arc, and all of that is theater.” 

This is the third time The Screwtape Let¬ 
ters has made an appearance in Irvine. But 
it’s the first time that McLean, who still 
directs, won’t be starring. He has handed 
the reins to Brent Harris, an accomplished 
stage actor whose many roles include play¬ 
ing Scar in the national touring production 
of The Lion King. 

“Audiences love him,” McLean says. 
“He’s got a tremendous presence, and he 
has a seductive quality that Screwtape 


needs to have in order to hold the stage. 

But though his personality, voice and body 
are different than mine, he still has to fol¬ 
low a track of a character that has already 
been created. So while there will be a dif¬ 
ferent feel, the same story is still being told, 
which is very important for something as 
dense as Screwtape. 

“He’s one of these Masters of the 
Universe characters,” he continues. 
“[Screwtape is] very smart, confident, dis¬ 
ciplined and learned and does a very good 
job at ruining other people’s lives. When 
you stick all of that together, you get a 
constellation of [traits] that makes him an 
unforgettable character.” 

Evil doesn’t triumph in Screwtape, but 
good doesn’t necessarily give it an ass- 
whumpin’ either. Lewis was a former skep¬ 
tic turned devout Christian, and he brought 
considerable intellect and humility to his 
writings about Christianity, something that 
McLean says is the reason why, next to 
Narnia, this is his most beloved work. 

“It’s very pragmatic and practical in 
terms of how we behave,” says McLean, 
who became a Christian in his early 20s. “It 
holds a mirror up to all of us, but it’s more 
narrative than prescriptive, more story 
than symbol. And one of the things I’ve 
found in the theater is if you produce good 
work, people will tolerate any [admission 
of faith], and if you don’t produce good 
work, they won’t. Lewis told a great story, 
and we put on a good show. That’s theater. 
If it doesn’t entertain first, it doesn’t matter 
what else is in the play.”

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A New Life In Store 

Before Jurassic 5 reunited, founder Zaakir Muhammad worked at Nordstrom

C ourtenay Henderson, better 
known as Zaakir Muhammad 
of Jurassic 5, sits across from 
me at Los Angeles’ Canter’s Deli on 
a cold, rainy Black Friday afternoon. 
He’s beaming—the remnants of his 
first successful jaunt as a solo artist. 
His tour didn’t include any home¬ 
town shows in Los Angeles, OC or 
San Diego. Instead, the rapper was 
flown to Portugal by an eager pro¬ 
moter who got word about the MC’s 
first collection of his own material. 

As we chomp into our sandwiches, 
Henderson recounts the details of 
his trip. The gigs were sold-out. 

The crowds were raucous and sup¬ 
portive. Even though he wasn’t the 
main headliner, the fact that he was 
doing his thing onstage in front of an 
excitable group of people was reason 
enough to smile. This time last year, 
he wasn’t sure it was an opportunity 
he’d ever get again. 

Months earlier, the MC who’d 
founded one of the most recognized 
LA groups in history was barely 
making ends meet, working the 
graveyard shift at a retail store to 
survive. In recent years, he’d even 
been homeless. Fast forward to 
Coachella 2013, and Jurassic 5 are 
signing contracts to perform after 
seven years, and Henderson is run¬ 
ning back and forth across the stage 
in Indio in front of thousands of 
screaming fans at the double-week¬ 


end festival. On Thursday, he was 
cleaning bathrooms. On Friday, he was 
hobnobbing with Paul McCartney. 

“[The reunion] wasn’t at Red 
Lobster or the Viper Room. It was 
at Coachella,” Henderson says 
between bites of his sandwich. “I 
never would have ever expected 
us to get the reaction we did. I just

couldn’t believe it was happening.” 

By the late ’90s, Jurassic 5 had 
gradually evolved from an under¬ 
ground sensation to a critically 
acclaimed collective, peaking with 
2002’s Power In Numbers. The 
dynamic chemistry between Hen¬ 
derson and fellow MCs Akil (Dante 
Givens), Charles Stewart (Chali 
2na), Marc Stuart (Mark 7even), and 
DJs Mark Potsic (DJ Nu-Mark) and 
Lucas Macfadden (Cut Chemist) 
made their shows the stuff of legend 
since their days at LA’s storied venue 
the Good Life Cafe. 

But between those days and the 
2005 recording of “Red Hot,” for the 
band’s fourth LP, Feedback, there 
were cracks in the Jurassic 5 foun¬ 


dation. Cut Chemist left the group. 
Henderson says “immature bullshit” 
eventually led to the group disband¬ 
ing in 2006. 

After the split, Henderson started 
working on solo material. There 
were also tentative plans for an 
album with Mark 7even that never 
came to fruition. 

The rapper relocated to Raleigh, 
North Carolina, to start anew. But 
after a few years, things went horri¬ 
bly wrong. Not immune to the 2008 
economic meltdown, Henderson 
lost his home and returned to LA. 

At the time, the only former band 
mate he was on speaking terms with 
was Mark 7even, with whom he 
stayed for a few months. Hender¬ 
son refused to call on his father in 
LA, as, the rapper says, he used to 
belittle him about his circumstances. 
He didn’t want to tell his mother, 
who lives in Louisiana, about his 
dire situation either. By 2010, the J5 
founder resorted to sleeping on the 
street with nothing but a pillow of 
clothes under his head. 

Then he got a phone call. Hen¬ 
derson went to his father’s house 
to see if he had any messages; he 
had applied for a job at a soon-to- 
open Nordstrom. Once he started 
working again, Henderson slowly 
started piecing his life together. [Full

Angelo Moore’s Dr. Madd Vibe can’t be contained by 

his legendary ska band

A ngelo Moore has served as the 
jester in chief for ska and many 
other music scenes for years. 

No Doubt’s Gwen Stefani and Tony 
Kanal often namecheck Moore and his 
band Fishbone as being among the found¬ 
ers and inspirations of the third-wave ska 
scene. But Moore has something he feels 
cannot be contained by Fishbone. 

Meet Moore’s alter ego, Dr. Madd Vibe. 
Moore stresses that Dr. Madd Vibe is a 
force for good, for shaking shit up. 

“It is the non-filtered Angelo,” says 
the man with a mohawk-shaped tattoo 
on his head. He can be caught anywhere 
wearing fez hats, bondage suits and 
updated looks from the ska-boy style of 
the mid-1980s. 

Dr. Madd Vibe is Moore’s one-man, 
free-form band, playing ska songs; telling 
mind-bending, stream-of-consciousness 
stories; performing comedy skits; and 
then offering up jazz that might fit in at 
a Prohibition-era speakeasy. Sometimes, 
he is backed by the Missin’ Links. Some¬ 
times, he’s backed by an orchestra. 

It is wild stuff that wouldn’t fit in with 
the already-wild Fishbone. That group 
are on hiatus until they reunite for a gig at 
Coachella 2014, Moore says. (Goldenvoice 
has not announced the 2014 lineup, and 
via email, the company declined to make 
a statement.) 

The hiatus has given Moore the chance 
to do more Dr. Madd Vibe shows. He 
concocted the good doctor’s character in 
the late 1990s, according to Tazy Phyllipz, 
producer and host of Ska Parade, one of 
the most influential radio shows of the 
American ska scene. 

“He’s the ultimate performer,” the 
Irvine resident says of Dr. Madd Vibe. 
“Parts of it will be weird and exciting. But 
it will always be joyous.” 

Everything is on the menu for Dr. 

Madd Vibe: Japanese ska; the Moog 
Theremin, which is his favorite noise- 
maker; Dr. Seuss-style rhymes mixed 
with a little Gil Scott Heron. 

But there is one thing Dr. Madd Vibe 
won’t prescribe. “Everybody else does 
love songs,” Moore says. “Good, let them 
do that. But what about problems in 
society? What about racism in America? 
What about people who put off their 
labor into making something, and they 
just get run over? 

“One of [hip-hop musician] DJ Quik’s 
buddies said that two people in love, are 
two people feeling sorry for each other,” 
he continues. “Love is good, though. The 
world needs love more than anything. But 
you can’t take love and mask all of the 
poop, the shit and the big elephant in the 
corner. First, you gotta clean it up.” 
America’s preoccupation with race is 



one of the subjects he addresses, and he 
says it set limits on his career. “There’s a 
lot of unearned white privilege,” he says. 
“The Red Hot Chili Peppers, No Doubt, 
Mighty Mighty Bosstones—they are good 
people, and they made good music, but 
the fact that we all started out during 
the same time period ... They get to sky¬ 
rocket; they can play anything. But when 
a black band play something different, 
you get a lot of resistance from society. 
You have to play R&B and hip-hop.” 

But Moore stays busy with a seemingly 
never-ending flow of projects. He con¬ 
stantly tours; recently appeared on the 
album Thriller: A Metal Tribute to Michael 
Jackson; produces other people’s music 
for his label, Moore Mapp; and works on 
myriad business ventures, such as his nail 
polish Man Glaze, which he is doing with 
his girlfriend, stylist Leisa Balfour. Yet 
there always seems to be room for more. 

Moore says Dr. Madd Vibe is there 
to help you through this great glob of 
live action called life, with jokes and his 
expanding ruminations on soundwaves. 

“If you got a block, Dr. Madd Vibe will 
help you over your hurdle,” he says. But 
are you ready for his prescription?

me get it together,” he says. "I was like,

plagued the group would re-emerge. Not 
to mention the question of whether or 
not a Jurassic 5 reunion would really be 
relevant to Coachella fans.

True Grit 

S niffing out the next big thing in OC's 
hip-hop scene can be a tough prop¬ 
osition, even for the Weekly's most dedi¬ 
cated boom-bap bloodhounds. It makes 
it slightly harder when some of the 
most talented prospects aren't really 
even old enough to do bar or club gigs 
yet—save for the occasional opening 
slot for a headliner at the Observatory. 
But even though rappers such as Phora, 
Pecks and Sage One may not be of age 
just yet, they've managed to crank out 
some surprisingly worthy music videos 
with the help of a director who is just 
as green. Huntington Beach's Gabriel 
Maldonado is a quiet, unassuming guy 
who's a sophomore at Orange Coast 
College. His passion lies in capturing 
the gritty street tales and everyday 
humanity of these young artists, shoot¬ 
ing most of his videos guerrilla-style in 
the rougher OC neighborhoods where 
most of his subjects grew up. We 
recently tracked down Maldonado to 
discuss his first video shoots, the key to 
maintaining quality and creativity on a 
tight budget. 

OC WEEKLY; How did you get into 
directing videos? 

GABRIEL MALDONADO: In high 
school, I had a lot of friends who skate¬ 
boarded and had friends do videos for 
them. I never skated, so I didn't have a 
skateboard to really follow them around 
on. So I ventured into shooting bands or 
artists, and it was hard to find bands who 
would trust me. Then I met a guy who 
introduced me to Phora before he had 
become as big as he is today. The first 
video I ever shot was him, and then it 
pretty much went on from there. 

A lot of your videos are centered on the 


community vibe of the artists' family and 
friends. Does a lot of what you get just 
depend on who just happens to be there 
the day you shoot? 

I try to stay away from green screens 
and studio stuff. I like stuff that just 
happens out of nowhere ... where you 
can just grab that moment that will 
never happen again. And in all the films 
I watch, I really like that sense of gritty 
realness, like Larry Clark's Kids. 

As a director, what's your approach to 
dealing with young rappers your age who 
haven't done a video before? 

When the cameras start rolling, I just 
tell them to be themselves, and I'm hav¬ 
ing the same experience with them as 
they're having with me. The vibe that I 
give them makes them feel more com¬ 
fortable. I'm easy to talk to. I also let 
them just do stuff they want to do, so it 
looks natural. I don't want it to look like 
they're acting. 

Are you usually just shooting guerrilla- 
style, or do you actually get permits for 
your shoots? 

I have an idea of what I want before we 
start, but for the most part, we just grab 
whatever we can. I just really like that 
style, and I think I'm always gonna be 
like that, even when I get to be on more 
of a bigger level. 

Any advice to other young video directors? 
Keep in mind that it's going to be a 
bumpy road and there are going to be 
setbacks, and if you think you're gonna 
have none, you're setting yourself up for 
failure. For all the kids coming out of high 
school who choose to do this, practice is 
everything; you don't need to go to film 
school. I think college is great and all, 
but personal experience in the field is a 
lot more valuable for people who know 
at least a little bit about film. They should 
go out and do it and don't be afraid to 
stand out and be yourself and stay hum¬ 
ble. You could be working with the next 
Wu-Tang Clan.

Sam has haunted Turcs since its opening 
day (back when it was spelled with a K). Oh, 
how I wish I had heard the stories he could 
have told—if he had knocked back whiskey 
with John Wayne or Errol Flynn, since the 
local lore insists both screen gods were reg¬ 
ulars—but his son soon came to pick him up. 

I then pulled up to the bar, where long¬ 
time bartender Joy greeted me by pouring 
shots of Fireball. It was 4 p.m. The interior is 
even more charming than the outside, with 
two fish tanks behind the bar and other old 
nautical decor, such as the shelving hold¬ 
ing the liquor made of badass anchor chain. 
There’s a cozy fireplace to sit by in the front 
bar room, and pool tables and bathrooms in 
the back. 

The man sitting next to me, wearing a red 
Wizard of Oz tee and blue puffy vest, quickly 
engaged me in conversation. “Name’s Bart, 
like Simpson, as in the show,” he said, put¬ 
ting out his hand. He has met The Simpsons 
creator Matt Groening (“However you say 
it,” he says) twice, and he told the cartoonist 
he owes him residuals because he’s the real- 
life version of Bart Simpson. 

“So you’re a troublemaker?” I asked. 

“No, I wouldn’t say I cause trouble. I let 
someone else come up with the idea, but I 
move it along,” Bart qualified. 

“Ah, you’re an instigator then.” 

“No, I’m not an instigator,” he contin¬ 
ued, taking Bart Simpson’s characteristic 
I-didn’t-do-it stance. 

If you ever wondered what that young, 
spiky-haired Simpson grew up to be (ignor- 
ingthe flash-to-the-future episodes), it 
could be a successful salesman who traded 
his lucky red cap for a leather fisherman’s 
hat to put over gray hair. “I don’t like that 



four-letter word,” he remarked. “My hair 
is light black and dark white.” He was kind 
enough to offer me some sales advice as we 
drank together (which I’m goingto keep 
close to my chest because times are tough, 
you know?). 

As I took Bart’s life lessons, I got waves 
and smiles from folks down at the end of 
the bar, and old Sam from the door came up 
to us. 

“What are you doing, talking to my wife?” 
he asked Bart while taking my arm. A man 
from the end of the bar came up. “Is this old 
man bothering you?” he asked, introducing 
himself as Brian. I 
laughed and said 
not at all. 

Then it was 
time for Bart to 
leave. “I’m on 
a mission,” he 
announced, put¬ 
ting on his floppy 
hat and bidding 
farewell. “I have 
to get presents 
for my kids and 
grandkids and 
my out-laws.” 

‘Would you 
like to join us here 
on this side of the 
bar?” Joy asked 
me. Flattered, I 
moved over a few seats, closer to the salty 
regulars, receiving warm greetings from 
Fireman Brian, husband and wife Joni and 
Ron (also neighbors of Joy), and more. They 
gave me another shot of Fireball as a wel¬ 
come, and we spent the rest of the afternoon 
joking, laughing and reminiscing about the 
Sunset Beach of yesteryear. 

I walked in as the only person who didn’t 
know everyone by name, and I left with 
everyone calling me by mine. Thanks for the 
warm welcome back, Turcs.
